— Whereas, the designated authority vide notification No. 15/20/2006-DGAD, datedthe 25th July, 
2006, published in Part I, Section 1 of the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, dated the 26 th July, 2006, has initiated review, in 
terms of Sub-section (5) of Section 9A of the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975) read with rule 23 of the Customs Tariff
